the fight for the anti-futures bill in 
the senate according to the announce­ 
ment of D. J. Neill, former president 
of the Texas Farmers Union and editor 
of the Texas F arm Co-Operator, who 
returned Sunday from Washington, 
where he has been before the house 
committee in the interest of the meas­ 
ure. 
“ All our congressmen will support 
the bill,” said Mr. Neill. 
“ Senator 
Bailey will support it. 
Senator Cul­ 
berson is ill and I did not get to see 
him.” 
Senator Culberson’s position 
however, is well known, through his 
former efforts to secure similar n a ­ 
tional legislation. 
“ W ho will engineer the measure in 
the senate? 
Mr 
Neill was asked. 
“ I think it will be Mr. Bailey,” be 
replied. 
It is in the senate that the difficul­ 
ties in the way of the passage of the 
anti-futures bill are expected to be en­ 
countered. 
Mr. Neill believes that 
with the prestige and power of Sen­ 
ator Bailey and others, who have 
promised support, the bill will go 
through that body. 
There are now 
enough congressmen pledged to carry 
it through the house and Mr. Neill 
expects that action next week. 
The 
measure known as the Scott bill will 
De presented by Congressman Jack 
Beall of W axahachie, Charles 
F. 
Scott of Kansas and Congressman 
Lever of Alabama, with practically 
no changes and in a form eminentl y 
satisfactory to the cotton interests of 
the South. 
So great has been theinterest aroused 
in the measure Mr. Neill says, that it 
was found necessary to secure special 
quarters for the committee hearing-. 
The evidence that New York grades 
were manipulated to prevent the de­ 
livery of actual cotton and make the 
exchange system a mere gamble, lie 
declares was so strong that it carried 
conviction to all. 
He expects to see 
the elimination of the New York ex­ 
change and in its place strong com­ 
petitive cotton markets, for the pur­ 
chase of actual cotton at Galveston, 
Houston, New Orleans, Mobile, S a ­ 
vannah, Charleston and Norfolk. 
“ Then,” said Mr. Neill, “ I shall 
go back to farming. 
I am naturally 
a farmer. 
I like it and it is what I 
wantto do. 
But I want to do it under 
a system by which a farmer has a fair 
chance and does not have his products 
made subject to gambling. 
“ I want to say that my thirty d a y s ’ 
stay in W ashington made me more 
proud than ever of Texas representa­ 
tion on the national capital. 
Every­ 
one if her men there is looked n p to 
as a power. 
They a**e all of them 
hard at work and they know how to 
do things. 
They have been there long 
enough to know how and the effect is 
apparent. 
The only trouble is they 
have too much to do. 
I am satisfied 
that there is not a request within the 
bounds of reason that the farming in­ 
terests can make of them that they 
will not do their utmost to meet the 
c a ll.” 
Mr. Neill is confident that the fight 
in the senate will not be sufficient to 
delay the passage of the measure. 
He 
looks for its passage at the present 
session.-- Star-Telegram. 


Capital Stock is Subscribed 
Work Begins Soon 


Gainesville, Texas, March 4 .—The 
soliciting committee which this week 
began to raise $75,000 bonus to have 
a railroad constructed from here to 
Decatur and on to Bridgeport, state 
the amount is about all subscribed 
and the promoters will be notified in 
a few days. 
The road is to be built 
bz Gainesville capital, twelve lqcal 
citizens contracting to build the road, 
which will cost about $500,000 if the 
bonus above stated is given them. 
The promoters guarantee to begin 
work within sixty days and have cars 
running as far as the county line, a 
distance of eighteen miles, in eighteen 
months, when the bonus shall be paid. 
I his road will open up a wide strip 
of country which is one of the richest 
in Texas. 


Gainesville, Tex., March 8.—The 
proposition, which has been pending 
to build a railroad from this city to 
Decatur to connect 
with the F o rt 
W orth & Denver and on to Bridge­ 
port to connect with the Rock Island, 
is now an assured fact, it is claimed, 
and one of the promoters left for New 
N ork to complete arrangements to be- 
| gin work at once. 
A company of 
twelve men in this city signed a con­ 
tract to build the road and l*€*gin work 
in sixty days ii Gainesville would raise 
a $75,000 bonus. 
The soliciting com ­ 
mittee secured $10,OOO today and stated 
the required bonus was prrctically 
raised and would be down on paper 
by 
noon tommorrow. 
The city is 
very much elated over the prospects 
of the new road.
